One of the main featorea of 
the new law ia tliat a non-aahr- 
led, Bf-Parthao Board, cooaiat- 
ing of four membera. two from 
each of the dominant political 
parties of our State, constitutes a 
"STATE HIGHWAY COM- 
MISSION" its members to be 
representative business men of 
Kentucky who are well acquaint- 
ed with the State as a whole 
and who are to be not less than 
thirty yeara of age. This C3m- 
mlBaioain tonaeleetathe "State 
Highway EngfaMer" who wiU be 
the exeeotivehead of the d^^art- 
msnt and iriioae acta will need 
to be approved ordhanproved by 
the Commisslonmr. 

The new law has designated a 
system of State Highways, in 
which is embraced about 3500 
miles of road, of which, at the 
present time, about 900 miles 
have been improved under the 
State Aid plan. This system is

One of the 
provisions of paragraph 3 relat- 
ing to county appropriations, 
donations, subscriptions and 
gifts on either State or Fedral 
Aid projects now under con- 
atnietkm or which are being sur- 
veyed and ptanned for reads 
a« foUowa: "The aaid Slate 
Highway Commission shall as- 
certain all gifts donations or 
appropriations which have here* 
tofore been made or promised 
by any person, corporation, 
coonty or monicipality in aid of 
the construction of any road 
known as a State Aid or State 
and Federal Aid road, where 
such gift, donated or appropria- 
tion has not been oompialed, and 
said gifts donations w approp- 
riations, or any promise thereof 
shall be binding and of full 
effect theaame as when made, 
and nothing in this act shall be 
construed to affect tiio vaHdity 
thereof." 

This provision clearly sets 
forth that no reimbursement 
will be made on projects of this 
character which have already 
been financed or which will be 
financed under past promise 
until July lat, 1920.

In order to keep pace with the 
growtli fit tonstncM asd pNdnetiflM in 

this country and the demand for In- 
creased transportation facilities an 

must be done In the next few years 
which will require the Investment of 
billions of dollars of new money. This 
is essential not only to maintain the 
railways at their normal high standard 
of service and efficiency, but also to 
make up for ordinary expansion and 
improvement needs on existing lines 
which were interrupted by the war 
and to a laifs edsnt deterred alto- 
getlier. 

Ballroad managen realise that even 
if the necessary new capital was avail- 
able it would be practically a physical 
impossibility for the railroads to ac- 
complish any large part of this de- 
layed and accumulated work during 
the presott year. Owsequently the 
most vital needs oC tte railroads will 
receive first consideration In the plans 
for the immediate future so that the 
public demands in the months of heavi- 
est traffic may t>e served as efficiently 
as possible. 

Vast Amount of Work to Be Done. 
Walker D. Hines, Director General 
of Railroads under government con- 
trol, emphasised this task facing the 
railroads after their retnm to private 
operation In a letter to Senator Albert 
B. Cummins, chairman of Senate Inter- 
state Comnicroe Committee, and Iter 
resentative John J. Esch, chairman of 
tha House Omnmlttee on Interstate and 
Foreign Ck>mmMce: Mr. HInes pre- 
sented this phase of the railroad prob- 
lem to them in urging the necessity 
for pressing the railroad legislation 
and to point out that delay would "se 
riously impair the public service by 
virtually suspending hnprorements and 
\\\c acquisillon of equipment"

Before the war a suit of clothing 
from one of the Chicago factories, sell- 
ing for $30 in a retail shop, was car- 
ried from Chicago to Los Angeles for 
16H cents. The snlt of clothes now 
retails at ISO or teo^ hot the fraii^t 
rate on that 2,265 mile hanl has in- 
creased only cents, while the price 
of the goods has gone up $20 or $30. 

The 22 cents does not cover all the 
tnuuq»ortati<m cost la a salt of dothes, 
the transportation diarge for carrying 
die wool from the ranges and the 
clotti to the clothing manufacturer and 
other minor carrying costs enter Into 
the consideration, bet the final trans- 
portation diarge la ttie prlnc^el one, 
and the other dtarges add only a few 
cents more. 

New England shoes are shipped 
from Boston to Florida at a cost of less 
than 5 2-3 cents a pair. Thla Is an in- 
crease of only one cent over the pre- 
war rate. The railroads also carry 
beef from Chicago to New York for a 
charge of about two-thirds of a cent 
a pound. Typewriters are carried from 
New York to St Lools for 66 cents. A 
$150 phonograph is carried by freight 
from New York to Atlanta for $2.85. 
A grand piano Is carried clear across 
the continent for $39 and la CUload 
lots for $28. 

These are typical freight rates, and 
tliey make it plain that American rail- 
roads give the lowest cost service in 
the world. 

Even with a very conaidarable in- 
crease In ntae to make the roais eeif- 
supporting, transportation will still be 
the cheapest thing the public buys.
